The growth of Mohammedanism 


in Africa and India has been very 
great \ltiring this century. 
The 


Arabian missionaries of that theistic 
faith -are tlie inott 
indefatigable 


workers. 
They are rapidly convert- 


ing the Pagan tribes of the "Dark 
Continent,'' and Mohammedanism is 
spreading far in the interior, while 
Abyssinia is about the only African 
country not penetrated by it.

are warly 50,000,flOO Mohammedans 
in British India, and there is every 
probability that the nearly '200,<>W»,- 
000 of population will ultimately be 
largely converted to that faith, which 
seems to "be wore attractive to the 
Indmn mind than the hopeless dog 
mas of Buddhism and Brahrainiem. 
In North Africa and Arabia th» Mo-
